Saving on Meat. 

What a wonderful problem the “high cost 
of living” is! The worst of all is meat. The 
best way I find in regard to meat is for those 
who like beef to get a large roast. Nothing 


Was ever saved in buying small roasts. Have 


oven hot at first and roast in covered pan or 
roaster. Then you have something to cut off 
from for days and it does not interefere with 
your family having something broiled or fried 
n the meantime either, for your roast will 
keep, Another saving in meat is to buy a 
whole ham and cook it whole and there is 
something to‘cut from and to serve in various 
nice ways. I always serve uncooked catsup, 
pepper sauce, or cooked chili sauce with either. 
And ninety-nine mep out of one hundred pre- 
fer either to fried ts, canned meats, etc. 
Coffee and butter are the next, and I stock up 
for at least two or three weeks on butter, the 
next on coffee, then on lard, then flour. It 
never pays to buy flour in twenty-five pound 
lots. It is hard for some of us to get started 
thus, but it pays to de so. The result in our 
case is that now we can pay for our fuel when 
it comes and can buy it in larger quantities, 
and that pays, too. Buying sugar in small 
amounts never pays. Also it does not pay to 
use granulated sugar for table. use.

Lays Blame on Housewife. 


There are three distinct reasons for the high 
cost of living today brought about by the 
3 fe herself, chiefly those of the wealthy 
class. 

First—The telephone method of ordering or 
having the driver call.

Three on Trial Held for 
820,000 Swindle. 


John Henry Strossnider was last night 
found guilty of swindling Dr. William T. 
Kirby out of $20,000 by a fake wire tapping 
scheme. The conviction indicates that the 
jury believes the wire tapping story Kirt 
told in the federal court during the bank- 
ruptcy proceedings—of the defunct Kirby 
bank. Creditors of the defunct bank on- 
sidered the wire tapping story as a fabrica- 
tion to hide some other disposition of the 
funds. 


In Judge Windes’ court, where Strossnider, 
John D. Snarley, and Daniel Kannally were 
on trial, Dr. Kirby repeated his story of the

they were accomplices im the'swindle. The 
state contended that Snariey had played the 
part of Jude Mahoney in the fake pool- 
room in which Kirby bet and lost the money 
and that Kannally was also connected with 
the conspirators.
